Cramped conditions in the space craft for long 
periods of travel time could impair a man's 
ability to function 


To acclimate !'"? astronauts of today and 


tomorrow to these and many other related 
factors, the United States Government puts 
each trainee through a rigorous and never- 
ending training. More and more sophisticated 
practice and training methods are conceived 
and carried out across the globe: from the 


Panamanian jungles to the rocky slopes of 
Nevada, from underwater submergence tests 
to walking the Idaho flatlands in a spacesuit. 
Ail training is oriented to furthering the edu- 
cation in survival away from Earth while add- 
ing to the scientific knowledge of Man and 


his environmental adaptability. 


It is a hard and demanding job. Each stu- 


dent knows, however, once in the environs of 
the new realm of space, his ability to function 
and bring back the information necessary, 


scientific and spatial, will be only as good as 


his training. 


Further, behind him will come the new gen 


erations, following his pioneer footsteps for 
the long walk across the Universe and what 


ever iies beyond.

WIN AT BRIDGE 


Falsecard Is 
Too Revealing
